PROCEEDINGS OE. 


OKLA. LEGISLATURE 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla.. March 
27.-—The house consumed much of 
j the day’s session, working on the 
, house bill by Messrs. Webb, Wood- 
i ward, Knight and other members to 
establish a superior oourt at Cush­ 
ing, Payne county, while the senate 
spent most of its session on the 
house bill creating 
an 
insurance 
board and haying to do with insur­ 
ance in general. 
The Webb bill in ,the house pro­ 
voked the first real 
contest 
of 
political strength as between demo­ 
crats and republicans 
in 
either 
house during the session. 
While 
the effort to establish the court at 
Cushing was conceded to be purely 
a political matter, a number of dem­ 
ocrats in the house opposed the mat­ 
ter and in this way blended their 
strength with the republicans. Rep­ 
resentative 
Vaughn 
(republican) 
comes from Payne county. 
It was 
said that in establishing a superior 
court at Cushing it would make pos­ 
sible the election of a democratic 
judge for the court. 
The contest did not go beyond 
good-natured rivalry at any 
time. 
The bill had been reconsidered once 
before, when it failed to get enough 
votes to carry it through. 
This was 
the last time it could be recon­ 
sidered. and the legislature about 
to adjourn.’ 
After a call of the 
house had been on (his afternoon 
for several hours and the bilj put to 
a final vote 51 votes for it was all 
that could be found, and this was 
two short of the majority required. 
The sergeant-at-arms was directed I EF 
to find other members, but before I J! 
they could be brought to the capitol 
the time for which the vote-could be 
held open elapsed and Speaker Wal- 
drep placed his final announcement 
on the bill, declaring it had failed 
to pass. 
A motion to adjourn was 
made and as house members were 
preparing to leave thq room the two 
members who could have changed 
i the vote reached the capitol. 
The bill by the senate committee 
on appropriations carrying supple­ 
mental deficiencies to the amount 
of $126,000 failed to get enough 
Votes in the house on final passage. 
Ari item of $10,000 for the corpora­ 
tion commission for expense in com-1 
piling and 
disbursing overcharges, 
collected on express rates met with' 
strong opposition, hut an attempt to
